There was a large audience in 
the Cathedral hall yesterday 
evening to listen toan interesting — 
lecture on the constitution and 
work of the Laague of Nations 
by the Hon. . Mr. H. EL Pollock, 
K. C. The lecture. was’ given 
uuder the auspices of the Church 
of England Men's Society. 

Mr. Pollock at the outset 
pointed out that the League did 
not include all the nations of the 
world, among the notable 
absentees being the United States * 
of America and Russia. One meet- 
ing a year was held, at Geneva, 
while the Counoil met four times 
annually. The British Empire, 
France, Italy and Japan were “ 
permanent members of the 
Council. the other nations electing - 
non-permanent representatives,

BOAT DUE TO-MORROW, 


During the past two days stories 
have been published in the local 
Newspaper with regard to a tale 
graphic report received hare 
that mutiny had broken out 
on board the 9s. Paul Regendanz 
whilst on her way from Singapore 
to Hongkong. ‘We have to-day 
interviewed the local_agonts for 
the steamer, Messrs. N. V. Carl 
Bodiker and Ce, and learn the 
follawing “acts : .

’ there was trouble whilst the boat 
was in “Colomba, being delayed 
about ten days on account of 
insubordination on the part of the 
cree. Nothing further was 
heard unti! a telegram was re. 
ceived stating thit a mutiny had} 
broken out whilst the boat was 
near ta Natoono Island, between! 
Hongkong and Singapore, and 
that, in consequence she had been 
adrift for 24 hours. There are no 
details to hanc yet regarding 
what uctually occured, hut oo 
wireless message has been re- 
ceived from the Captain of the 
ship saying that he is now on his 
way to Hongkong (prohably at 
half-speed) and expects to arrive 
here tu-morrow at about noon. 

Arrangements have been mada 
for the ship to ge to the quaran- 
tine anchorage, where she will tly 
the police fag until an investiga- 
tion has been made by the Agents 
and the. Consuls interested. Until 
that investigation has been com- 
pleted, it is impossible to learn 

details of the occurrence.
